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‘Give until it hurts’

ALCALA PARK — “Hunger today is 
not only for bread’’ but for love, Mother 
Teresa told a crowd of nearly 6,000 that 
packed the University of San Diego’s 
Torero Stadium May 31. 

Her visit to USD was arranged by Dr. 
Anita Figueredo, regional link for the Co- 
Workers of Mother Teresa and member 
of USD’s Board of Trustees. 

The white-habited nun _ interpreted 
Gospel texts (Matthew 25:34-41) in 20th 
century terms. _ 

*“T was naked and You clothed me — 
not only naked for a piece of cloth,’’ but 
for purity and human dignity, she said, 
adding that homelessness also means 
being unwanted and rejected by society. 

She quoted God’s promise of salvation 
to those who help the hungry, naked and 
homeless, and thus serve God. 

“‘God wants us to love one another as 
he loves us. You are precious to God,’’ 
she exclaimed. 

Illustrating God’s love for each of his 
children, she told of a man who brought 
his dying child to her with a prescription 
that could be filled only in England. Soon 
another man approached with a basket of 
medicine to be distributed to the poor. 
“Right on top was the medicine needed,”’ 


identical to the amount prescribed, she 
related. 

Mother Teresa contrasted giving of 
one’s abundance with the ideal of ‘‘giving 
until it hurts.’’ 

Citing examples of the latter, ‘she 
described an impoverished family with six 
children she visited, taking them food. 
Before feeding her own children, the 


mother shared some of the items with her ~ 


neighbors, Mother Teresa recounted. 
The nun also mentioned a married 
couple who gave her a large sum of 


‘money, saved from forgoing expensive 


wedding clothing and a feast. 


*' “We loved each other so tenderly, we 


wanted to share it with those you. 
serve,’ they explained to Mother — 
Teresa. 

She said that love begins in the family 
and stressed the importance of family 
prayer. 

Mother Teresa used the feast of the 
Visitation, celebrated May 31, to show 
God’s love for the unborn. ‘‘An unborn 
child proclaimed the coming of Christ,’ 
she said, referring to the child Elizabeth 
had conceived (John the Baptist) who 
“leapt with joy’’ at the sight of Mary who 
had conceived Jesus. 

Mother Teresa decried the widespread 
practice of abortion, calling it ‘‘the

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A moral critique: Prop. 69 


A California initiative statute, Proposition 69, has 
qualified for the June 1988 primary election in California. 

This initiative, the ‘‘Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome — AIDS,”’ is backed by Lyndon LaRouche. It 
basically sustains several points: 

First: It declares that AIDS is an infectious, contagious 
and communicable disease, and the person with the 
HTLV-III virus or other AIDS-causing viral agents is an 
““Agent (with) an infectious, contagious and 
communicable condition.”’ 

Second: It requires that a person with AIDS be placed 
on the list of reportable diseases and conditions 
maintained by the Department of Health Services. 

Third: It provides that persons with AIDS be subject to 
quarantine and isolation statutes and regulations. 

Fourth: It provides that Health Services Department 
personnel and all health officers fulfill the duties and 
obligations set forth in specified statutory provisions in 
order to preserve ‘‘the public health from AIDS.”’ 

From a moral perspective, this initiative is unethical 
and unacceptable for a variety of reasons: 

First: It considers AIDS/ARC (AIDS related complex) 
patients as “‘carriers’’ or victims of a disease and punishes 
such persons by potentially forcing them into quarantine. 

It is critical to recall that the Administrative Board of 
the U.S. bishops in their statement concerning AIDS, as 
well as the California conference of Catholic bishops in 
their statement concerning AIDS, have taken a strong 
and deliberate stance against the quarantine of AIDS 
patients. 

In addition, these statements of Catholic bishops never 
consider persons with AIDS as victims. It is absolutely 
clear in these Catholic statements that compassion and 
understanding must be the primary posture sustained 
toward the persons with AIDS. 

Second: If this initiative were passed, the measure 
could cost the California taxpayer millions to hundreds of 
millions of dollars. In this regard, the recent statement of 


Joy in Atlanta 


Always before, the archbishop of Atlanta had been 
installed in the cathedral, which seats about 700. But 
when Archbishop Eugene A. Marino took office earlier 
this month, the archdiocese had to rent the Atlanta Civic 
Center, which seats 4,600, and even then there weren’t 
enough tickets for everyone who wanted to come. 

People traveled to Atlanta from all over the country for 
this event, especially black Catholics. One was from our 
parish, a woman in her 70s who was only allowed to sit in 
the back pews reserved for blacks when she came to the 
parish 50 years ago. 

But the joy was not confined to blacks. Archbishop 
Marino’s picture was on the front page of all the major 
newspapers, and white people of all religions shared in the 
excitement. 

The archdiocese had expected extra attention since 
Archbishop Marino is the first black archbishop, but the 
overwhelmingly positive response nationwide surprised 
everyone. ““This event touched a nerve deeper than 
anyone realized,’’ says Gretchen Keiser, editor of the 
Atlanta archdiocesan newspaper. 

Why this unusual interest in the appointment of a 
Catholic archbishop in an area where only 3 percent of the 
population is Catholic? 

Archbishop Marino was appointed neither because he 
is black, nor in spite of being black. He was appointed 
because he has demonstrated outstanding spiritual and 
administrative leadership as an auxiliary bishop in 
Washington, D.C. for the past 14 years. 

What Archbishop Marino’s appointment says is that 
the doors of the Catholic Church are now wide open. It 
says that what matters with us is the state of your soul and 
the qualities of your character, not who your grandfather 


- was or where he was born. It says that when we call 


ourselves Catholics we mean it — because what the word 
“‘catholic’’ means is worldwide, all-inclusive. 


Gov. Deukmejian is pertinent and responsible: 
““Legal experts believe that the initiative’s general 


quarantine measures would be useless and 
constitutionally suspect. And the cost to implement 
Proposition 69 statewide could top $1 billion — money 
that should be spent on essential services, including 
finding a cure for this dreaded disease.”’ 

Third: Quarantining and isolating someone who is ill is 
morally abhorrent. In addition, in order to implement 
such a policy, mandatory testing would be required. The 
statements of the bishops mentioned above have already 
taken a very critical posture toward mandatory testing. 

In this regard, it is critical to realize that Proposition 69 
would require health officials to report to the Department 
of Health Services the names of people with acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome and those testing positively 
for antibodies to the virus that causes AIDS. 

Here again, the recent statement of Gov. Deukmejian 
warrants repetition: 

‘Education, research, treatment and compassion 
should continue to be the hallmarks of our fight against 
AIDS. Proposition 69 represents a response based on fear 
and not the facts, and I hope that the people reject it. ...”’ 

These three points indicate that Proposition 69 is a 
morally objectionable initiative and would create an 
atmosphere of fear, isolation and irrevocable disrespect 
for persons suffering from AIDS/ARC. 

We must recall the call to compassion which the U.S. 
bishops have counseled in dealing with the whole issue of 
AIDS/ARC. 

This legislation warrants rejection.

It says we realize God didn’t make a mistake when a 
large portion of the human family was given dark skin. It 
says we realize the church didn’t make a mistake when it 
baptized and confirmed the members of the Marino 
family, and the hundreds of thousands of other black 
families who stayed in the church even though they 
experienced terrible discrimination. 

It says we recognize that God created the church to be a 
worldwide fellowship in which all are equal, and from 
which no one is excluded. It says we believe God has 
given the black community some unique gifts which the 
church and the world very badly need at this point in 
history. 

The joy we felt in Atlanta this month is the joy we 
always feel when we do things God’s way. 

Archbishop Marino’s installation was in a real sense a 
national celebration that the battle against racism is being 
won. That it took place in Dr. Martin Luther King Jr.’s 
hometown is a tribute both to Atlanta and to Dr. King. 
Surely none of this could have happened without the 
leadership of Dr. King, and without the willingness of the 
people of Georgia to make changes which only recently 
seemed impossible. 

We have many, many miles to go, and some people still 
haven’t gotten the word, but if a black man can be 
Archbishop of Atlanta — a city where 25 years ago he 
couldn’t even have drunk from the same water fountain 
as whites — then surely we’ve crossed the river and we’re 
on our way to a different world.

Local retirement collection is a success

ALCALA PARK — “I’m truly 
touched and not at all surprised at the 
generosity of the people’ in the San 
Diego diocese, said Sister Nancy Kane, 
RSCJ, vicar for women religious, 
regarding the May 14-15 collection for 
the retirement fund for religious. 

As of May 30, more than $185,000 had 
been received from parishes and by mail 
into the diocesan accounting office, said 
Chris Guittard, accounting office 
director. 


Sister Kane noted that only 35 of the 98 


parishes in the diocese have forwarded 
monies received for the retirement 
collection to the Diocesan Office. 

The collection was the first of 10 that 
will be taken up throughout the United 
States. The appeal was approved by the 
U.S. bishops last year to help religious 
communities of men and women meet the 
retirement needs of their members. 


Religious communities’ need for funds 
has become even more pressing, noted 
Sister Kane, diocesan contact for the Tri- 
Conference Retirement Project. A recent 
study by the retirement project has 
revealed that U.S. religious orders will 
need at least $2.9 billion more that they 
have to care for their members. 

A similar survey conducted in 1985 put 
the unfunded liability at $2.5 billion. 

Sister Kane said monies collected in 
last month’s collection in the San Diego 
diocese will be forwarded to the 


' retirement project office in Washington, 


D.C., which will distribute the funds. She 
explained that the office has compiled the 
statistics and information needed to best 
allocate the monies. 

A number of pastors have told her that 
this “‘was the most popular collection ever 
held in their parishes,’’ she added. 

In the May 22 St. Gabriel parish 
bulletin, Msgr. Charles Dollen, pastor, 
thanked parishioners for contributing ‘‘so 
generously’ to the collection, noting that 
“St was the largest ‘second collection’ in 


the history of the parish.”’ 

Father Michael Cunnane, pastor of 
Guardian Angels parish in Santee, said 
parishioners responded positively to the 
appeal. 

The Santee parish was one of 13 in the 
diocese where a Sister was ‘‘asked to give 
the scriptural reflections related to the 
retirement fund’’ at Sunday Masses, 
Sister Kane said. 

Because Guardian Angels has no nuns 
working in the parish, Father Cunnane 
asked Sister Dolores Molina, SHF, 
pastoral associate at St. Rose of Lima 
parish in Chula Vista, to talk about the 
collection. 

Sister Molina said she explained the 
reason for the collection to the 
congregation. She asked the assembly ‘‘to 
give money out of a sense of love for the 
Sisters who influenced their lives, not out 
of a sense of duty,’’ she said. : 

Sister Kane said this first collection in 
San Diego is just a beginning. People 
have recognized the needs of religious 
communities and have shown ‘‘their

“Enclosed is the first of what we expect 
to be many contributions to your fund,”’ 
wrote another individual. ‘‘Rather than 
make a large contribution at this time, 
we ve taken a number of envelopes from a 
pew for the future. We will send an 
envelope periodically in hope that we will 
be doing our part. When we get low on 
envelopes, we'll request more. May God 


bless and guide our efforts in this 
venture.’ 
Another contributor wrote, ‘‘My 


daughter gave me this $50 for my 
birthday on March 19, St. Joseph’s day. 
I’m 79 years old. I’m happy I kept it. If I 
do happen to have more money, is this 
the right address?’’ 


Religious retirement deficit rises to $2.9 billion

WASHINGTON — USS. religious 
orders will need at least $2.9 billion more 
than they have in order to take care of 
their members’ retirement needs, 
according to a national accounting firm’s 
analysis of a survey conducted by the Tri- 
Conference Retirement Project. 

A similar survey done in 1985 put the 
minimum unfunded liability at $2.5 
billion. 

The new analysis, conducted by 
Authur Anderson and Co., was released 
in May by the retirement project’s 
national office in Washington, D.C. 

If only the liquid assets of religious 
orders are considered as available for 
retirement costs, their unfunded liability 
is now up to $4.4 billion, nearly a billion 
dollars more than the figure reached in 
the 1985 survey, the report said. 

The retirement project was established 
by three Catholic agencies — _ the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
the Conference of Major Superiors of 
Men and the Leadership Conference of 
Women Religious — to help religious 
orders deal with increasing retirement 
costs. 

Allocation of funds collected in an 
annual appeal to assist aging Religious is 
to be discussed at a June 24-27 meeting of 
the U.S. bishops in Collegeville, Minn. 


The appeal, approved by the bishops 
last November, was held in the Diocese of 
San Diego for the first time last month. It 
will begin in most other dioceses and 
archdioceses of the country in December. 

The proposal on the bishops’ agenda is 
that collected funds be distributed widely 
in the first two years, according to a 
formula based on the age and the years of 
service of each order’s older members. 
Ten. percent of the funds would be 
reserved to assist congregations in 
“‘current crisis.”’ 

The average age of U.S. nuns in 1987 
was 64, and the average age of men 
Religious was 56. 

The Arthur Anderson and Co. report 
attributed the retirement liability increase 
cited in the 1987 survey to: 

© A higher survey response rate. The 
report said 80 percent of religious 
institutes responded to the 1987 survey 
compared to 76 percent that answered in 
1985. 

e A higher cost of living for retired 
Religious. Since 1985, the report said, the 
average cost of living for retired Religious 
has risen 15 percent a year for men and 8 
percent a year for women. 

The report put the average annual 
retirement cost for members over 70 at 
approximately $10,123 and the average 
Social Security benefit at $2,603. As a 
result, congregations now need an 
average of $7,520 annually to support 
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each retired member. 

° Loss of the interest that would Have 
been gained by retirement plans. The 
report said that unless ‘‘large amounts of 
capital are added’’ the $2.9 billion 
amount will continue to grow, as did the 
$2.5 billion figure. 

According to the report, 1987 survey 
results also showed: 

e The average age of Religious 
continues to grow. Twenty-one percent of 
men Religious and 39 percent of women 
Religious were over 70 in 1987, up from 
19 percent and 37 percent respectively in 
1985. 

¢ The number of religious orders 
“significantly underfunded’”’ continues to 
rise. The 1985 survey found 39 percent of 
religious orders with less than one-half of 
their past service liability funded. In 
1987, the figure was 45 percent. 

e The total value of retirement plans 
held by religious orders has increased 
from $2.6 billion to $2.8 billion. 

According to a statement issued by the 
Tri-Conference Retirement Project along 
with the survey results, the 1987 study 
revealed that at least 41 religious orders 
without retirement funds in 1985 had 
started such funds by 1987. 

It found that the 405 orders which 
answered both surveys had increased the 
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funding of their retirement plans by a 
total of $79 million. 

In addition, the statement said: 

e Since 1986, the retirement project 
has distributed $558,844 as retirement 
grants to congregations. 

¢ More than 51 congregations have 
received visits from consultants to assist 
them in financial planning. 
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New U.S. cardinals say archdioceses honored |

WASHINGTON — The two new 
U.S. members of the College of Cardinals 
said being named a cardinal is not only a 
personal honor but also a recognition of 
the vitality of the archdioceses they serve. 

Cardinals-designate James A. Hickey, 
67, of Washington, D.C., and Edmund 
C. Szoka, 60, of Detroit, in separate 
statements May 29, also expressed their 
gratitude to Pope John Paul II and to the 
people of their archdioceses. 

Their elevations by the pope were an- 
nounced May 29 along with the eleva- 
tions to cardinals of 23 other prelates 
throughout the world. It raises the 
number of U.S. cardinals to 11 and the 
total College of Cardinals to a record 162 
members. 

The pope said the 25 cardinal- 
designates were ‘‘generous and worthy 
servants’’ of the Holy See whose choice 
underlined the church’s universality. He 
set the consistory for their induction for 
June 28. 

“In asking me to join the College of 
Cardinals, the Holy Father recognizes the 


special place of the church of 
Washington,’’ said Cardinal-designate 
Hickey. 


“We are the capital of our nation, a 
world’s crossroads and a unique local 
church blessed with remarkable diversity 
and special responsibilities and 
opportunities.”’ 

Cardinal-designate Szoka said his 
appointment ‘‘reflects the importance of 
Detroit’’ and the character of its people. 

‘““We have pioneered advances in 


Cardinal-designate Szoka _— 
manufacturing, unionism, race relations 
and social services in programs for the 
betterment of the poor and 
disenfranchised, in technical research and 
development, in medicine, in higher 
education,’’ the Detroit archbishop said. 


Cardinals-designate Hickey and Szoka, 
like the pope, are seen as progressive on 
social issues and conservative on 
theological and doctrinal matters. 


The Washington archbishop said May 
29, ‘‘I am truly honored to stand with the 
Holy Father as he defends human life, 
human dignity, (and) human rights 
wherever they are threatened.”’ 


Cardinal-designate Hickey si dae 

‘For my part,’’ said Cardinal- 
designate Szoka, ‘‘I will strive to the best 
of my ability to live up to the trust the 
Holy Father has placed in me by serving 
this archdiocese as well as the universal 
church.’”’ 

Cardinal-designate Szoka, a Polish- 
American, is a close friend of the pope. 
He has said he sees his role as a leader to 
help Catholics follow the Holy Father. 

He has enforced and followed’ the 
pope’s views and teachings since being 
named to head the Archdiocese of Detroit 
in 1981. 

He has taken action against a nun and 
a priest who were politically active, 


25 new cardinals represent 18 countries

VATICAN CITY — The 25 new car- 
dinals Pope John Paul II named May 29 
at the Vatican represents 18 countries, in- 
cluding the United States. 

When they are inducted during a con- 
sistory on June 28 at the Vatican, they 
will raise the College of Cardinals to a 
record 162 members with 121 eligible to 
vote in a papal conclave, one more than 
the norm. Since cardinals over 80 years 
old cannot vote, the number is expected 
to drop to 120 in July. 

In addition to the U.S., the cardinal- 
designates include bishops from 
Lithuania, Hong Kong, Hungary, and 
the African countries of Mozambique and 
Cameroon.

restricted general absolution in 
communal penance services and warned 
against ‘‘clericalization of laity and 
laicization of clergy.” 

He also has spoken against Medicaid 
funding of abortion and the use of 
condoms to prevent AIDS and has been 
active in social programs to help Detroit’s 
underprivileged. 


In February 1983, he gained national 
publicity when he ordered then-Mercy 
Sister Mary Agnes Mansour, who headed 
Michigan’s Department of Social 
Services, to quit her job because she 
refused to opppose state funding of 
abortion. 

Three months later she announced she 
was leaving religious life following 
Vatican approval of her request for a 
dispensation from her vows. 

In 1984 he terminated the parish 
assignment and suspended the priestly 
faculties of Father Robert Williams, an 
archdiocesan priest who served as a 
delegate to the 1984 Democratic national 
convention. 

In 1985, after agreeing to obey the 
church’s rules regarding clerics and 
political activity, Father Williams was 
reassigned. 

Named by Pope John Paul II as 
archbishop of Washington in 1980, 
Cardinal-designate Hickey has been a 
longtime advocate of diplomatic solutions 
to conflicts in Central America. 

He has testified before a number of 
congressional committees and met with 
President Jimmy Carter in 1980 
concerning U.S. military aid to Central 
American countries. 

After the Vatican declared in 1986 that 
Father Charles E. Curran of The Catholic 
University of America was unfit to teach 
Catholic theology because of his dissent 
from church teaching, then-Archbishop 
Hickey, chancellor of the university, told 
Father Curran he would be suspended 
from teaching until the case was resolved. 

Father Curran has been stripped of his 
license to teach Catholic theology and has 
filed a lawsuit claiming the university 
violated his contract. 

In November 1983, then-Archbishop 
Hickey conducted an apostolic visitation 
to the Archdiocese of Seattle. The pope 
selected him to evaluate criticisms about 
Archbishop Raymond G. Hunthausen’s 
leadership and to ‘‘support the 
archbishop in his ministry.”’ 
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Centenarian built Catholicity in Crest

Stroke by stroke, Julia Nosbonne’s 
friend verbally painted a mural of scenes 
of St. Louise de" Mariasesaparishions: 
seeds of Catholicity in the rural 
community of Crest. _ 

After rooting herself in the wooded 
region overlooking El Cajon for 60 years, 
the centenarian now lives at El Cajon 
Valley Convalescent Center. 

She can still recall gathering signatures 
of Crest’s Catholics, which organist 
Natalie Savage presented to Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy, in hopes of having a 
parish established in the community. 

That was in 1941, two years after 
Crest’s first’ midnight Mass was 
celebrated in the home Nosbonne shared 
with her sister Louise, said Ann Holton, 
parishioner of St. Louise de Marillac. 

The parish was established in 1944, 
and six years later, construction of a 
small, steepled, stucco church crowned 
the landscape of Crest, said Father Louis 
Salca; pastor. 

““We were enthusiastic about the new 
church,’’? Nosbonne told the Southern 
Cross, her narrowed blue eyes twinkling. 

Pastors pictured the pioneer as a 
spiritual powerhouse in the church. 

‘‘She was the backbone of the parish — 
always there to help,’’ said Msgr. Charles 
Dollen, pastor in Crest during the 1960s 
and currently pastor of St. Gabriel parish, 
Poway. 

He recalled her role as ‘‘honorary 
grandmother’’ (teacher’s aide) to CCD 
pupils and helper at bazaars and card 
parties. 

Father Salca said Nosbonne was a 
member of the Altar and Rosary Society 
since its inception in the parish. 

The native of Michigan continued to 
participate in this group until 1982 when 
she was in her 90s. During her 
membership she donated plant stands, a 
table for the Offertory gifts and an 
electronic organ in memory of her sister, 
Holton said. 

Nosbonne’s faith colored many of her 
activities, including attendance at the 
Eucharistic Congress in Barcelona, 
Spain, in 1952, Holton said. ‘‘She had a 
deep faith’’ and lived it quietly. If a 
family were in need, Nosbonne and her 
sister would supply food, clothing or 
money and say nothing about it, she 
explained.

A daily communicant at Mass, 
Nosbonne ‘‘was a living example — 
always interested in people,’’ said fellow 
parishioner Laura Gilbreath. 

She used to ‘‘express her faith by 


helping thé priests’? and welcoming 
visiting clergy into her home, Father 
Salca said. 


Today, in failing health, ‘‘Julia would 


love to go to church,’’ said Sister 
Kathleen Ann Quinlan, RSM, who takes 
her the Eucharist every week. 

Instead the church comes to the tiny 
centenarian. 

Over 50 parishioners celebrated her 
100th birthday at the convalescent center 
last month, Father Salca said, describing 
the scene of congratulatory greetings. 

He read a letter from Bishop Leo T. 
Maher who thanked the El Cajon 
centenarian for her service to the church 
and ministry to the needy. 

A tray filled with greeting cards 
included one from President Ronald 
Reagan, the pastor said. 

But it doesn’t take a party to bring 
Father Salca, altar society members and 
other parishioners to Nosbonne’s side; 
they visit her regularly. 

The pastor administers the sacraments 
of Reconciliation, Eucharist and 
Anointing of the Sick to the frail woman. 
‘“The sacraments bring peace into Julia’s 


-life; this flows from her love for the 


Blessed Sacrament,’’ he said. 

How does she feel after receiving the 
Eucharist? ‘‘Wonderful,’’ she said in an 
unsteady, rasping voice. 

Asked about the changes the Second 
Vatican Council brought into the church, 
Nosbonne said, ‘‘I liked it (the church) 
the way it was.”’ 

Religion was only one of her many 
interests; travel, politics and music also 
absorbed her attention. She kept. up-to- 
date on events in’ the many countries she 
had toured, Holton said, describing her 
friend as a ‘‘self-educated bookworm, 
quiet and refined.”’ 

Nosbonne lived in, her Crest home, 
about nine blocks from the church, until 
she was 97, Gilbreath said. Since then, 
failing health forced her into three 
institutions — each one providing 
increased levels of care. 

Before coming to El Cajon Valley 
Convalescent Center, she- lived at the 
Little Flower Haven in‘ La Mesa, where 
“‘she attended Mass when she could,” 
Gilbreath said. This retirement home: is 
operated by the Carmelite Sisters of the 
Divine Heart of Jesus. 

Nosbonne ‘‘finds it difficult to be 
dependent”’ but escapes from her nagging 
ailments by reliving experiences of her 
eventful past, Sister Quinlan said. 

And the centenarian contemplates her 
future. ‘“‘She is not afraid of death,’’ 
Father Salca said. ‘‘She looks upon it as a 
welcome guest.’’

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Scholars reflect on the trial of J ct

__LA JOLLA — A group of Jewish and 
Christian biblical scholars gathered at the 


University of California at San Diego last 
week to discuss the trial of Jesus. 
Reflecting on the Gospels, Jewish law and 
practice, and the secular history of the 
first century, they arrived at some new 
understandings about what really 
happened and who was responsible for the 
death of Jesus. At times, they could only 
agree to disagree or conclude that further 
speculation, reflection and research were 
the only certainties. 

Father Raymond Brown, the renowned 
Catholic biblical scholar and author, laid 
out the issues to be addressed at the 
opening session on the La Jolla campus. 
The discussion would focus on historical, 
scholarly, and technical issues rather than 
theological or religious topics, he said. 

Father Brown noted at the outset that 
while the Gospels offered significant 
details about the public ministry, trial, 
passion and death of Jesus, they were not 
intended to be read as history. 

“Each of the evangelists had certain 
themes and purposes in writing the 
Gospel,’’ Father Brown said. ‘‘It was not 
their intent or purpose to write a purely or 
exclusively historical account of Jesus’ 
life. The Gospels offer a popular 
understanding of the death of Jesus and 
its salvific import.”’ 

Among the issues that needed to be 
raised, he added, was the _ historical 
accuracy of the Sanhedrin trial, the 
connection between Jesus’ ministry and 
his trial, and the legal authority of the 
Jewish high priests and the Roman 
prefects and governors. 

Until the 19th century, the prevailing 
opinion was that the Jews were to blame 
for Jesus’ death, Father Brown noted. But 
in the last 100 years, blame has shifted to 
the Romans. 
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‘To the Jews, Jesus was guilty of attacking the 
temple, claiming to be the Son of God, and defying 
the Jewisn laws regarding purity, toxaple werehip 
and observance of the Sabbath. ... To the Romans, 
Jesus represented a threat to the order of society. 
He attracted large crowds, an intolerable situation 
for any tyrant seeking to maintain control of a 


group of people.’ 


Shaye Cohen, a professor of history at 
the Jewish Theological Union in New 
York City, concurred with Father Brown. 

““We used to boast of being responsible 
for Jesus’ death because of the crimes we 
perceived he committed,’’ Cohen said. 
“‘But when the Israeli state was 
established 40 years ago and the Jewish 
people became more integrated into 
western civilization, we reclaimed Jesus 
and shifted the blame to the Romans.”’ 

Reginald H. Fuller, a retired professor 
of the New Testament at the Episcopal 
Seminary in Alexandria, Va., noted that 
the Gospels of John and Luke portray the 
Sadducees as the primary villain. He said 
there was no formal trial of Jesus, but 
rather a preliminary hearing, and noted 
there is no evidence of the so-called 
‘pascal amnesty’ policy mentioned in the 
Gospels. This policy, according to the 
Gospel accounts, gave the Roman prefect 
the right to release a criminal on 
Passover. 

Alden Mosshammer, professor of 
history at UCSD, suggested in 
introductory remarks that the whole trial 
may be fictional and that only the 
crucifixion was historically accurate. 

For Donald Juel, a professor of New 
Testament at Luther Northwestern 
Seminary, one issue to be raised was the 
extent to which the Old Testament 
generated the account of the trial in the 
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New Testament. 

John Meier, another Catholic biblical 
scholar from the Catholic University of 
America in Washington, D.C., said it 
was important to separate culpability and 
responsibility. 

“IT think the best we can do with the 
resources we have available is to move 
toward a horizon of understanding. 
There are some questions it will be 
impossible to answer definitively,’’ he 
said. ; 

Ellis Rivkin, a biblical scholar from the 
Hebrew Union in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
questioned the existence and role of 
“the’’ or ‘‘a’’ Sanhedrin. 

““Our sources are unclear as to whether 
this was a separate, formal council or an 
informal group,”’ Rivkin said. 

In the Mishnah, the Jewish 
compilation of the law completed around 
200 A.D., the term Sanhedrin was rarely 
used, he explained. Instead another term, 
bethden, is used. 

“‘What I am most hopeful about,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is if .we can come to an 
understanding about the degree to which 
we can use the account of Josephus (a 
Jewish historian), the Mishnah and the 
Gospels. Can we fuse them together in 
one framework?”’ 

During five sessions at the three-day 
seminar, the scholars debated and 
discussed the import of Jewish and

to many in the audience. But in the 
concluding session, they arrived at a 
consensus, agreeing first of all that some 
of the historical facts will always elude 
certainty. 

The scholars agreed that the Jewish 
high priests were principally responsible 
for Jesus’ death, though they did not have 
the legal jurisdiction to carry out capital 
punishment or sentence anyone to death.

To the Jews, Jesus was guilty of 
attacking the temple, claiming to be the 
Son of God, and defying the Jewish laws 
regarding purity, temple worship and 
observance of Sabbath, the scholars said. 

To the Romans, Jesus represented a 
threat to the order of society, the speakers 
explained. He attracted large crowds, an 
intolerable situation for any tyrant 
seeking to maintain control of a group of 
people, they said. Jesus was seen as 
someone who led people astray. 

He claimed kingship and referred to a 
kingdom, though his royal imagery did 
not become evident until his entry into 
Jerusalem. “‘His type of figure would 
have offended people at another time as 
well,’ Father Brown concluded. ‘‘He 
asked people to look at God differently 
because of what he said and did.”’ 

The scholars agreed to meet again 
under the aegis of the Department of 
Judaic Studies at UCSD to discuss the 
Pharisees and their history. 


Their discussion was characterized by 
one participant as a “‘lively interchange.”’ 


Another noted in a concluding remark, 
“Sometimes we get new problems, not 
new solutions.”’

Scandals show need 
for ‘consistent ethics’ 


MISSOULA, Mont. — Recent scandals 
involving television evangelists, Wall 
Street businessmen and public officials 
show the need for a ‘‘consistent social 
ethic’’ in U.S. society, Archbishop 
RaymondG. Hunthausen of Seattle said at 
a conference in Missoula May 23. 

The U.S. people had no patience with 
Ivan Boesky’s insider trading on Wall 
Street or the personal conduct of former 
presidential candidate Gary Hart, but at 
the same time they ‘‘failed to come to grips 
with the moral and ethical dimensions of 
the Iran-contra scandal,’’ the archbishop 
said. 

“Our ethical sense begins to fail 
precisely at that point when we leave the 
sphere of private life and enter the social 
realm,”’ he said. 


Pope calls for a 
‘new evangelization’ 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
called for a ‘‘new evangelization’’ of Latin 
America with the approaching 500th 
anniversary of Christianity’s arrival on the 
continent. 

““Today a new evangelization is called 
for in keeping with the teaching of the 
Second Vatican Council, particularly as 
these apply to the church in the world, the 
vocation of the laity and the church’s social 
doctrine,’’ the pope said. 

However, the pope said a major 
hindrance to such an evangelization was 
the region’s shortage of religious 
vocations. 

The pope reviewed his May 7-18 trip to 
Uruguay, Bolivia, Peru and Paraguay 
during his May 25 general audience. 


Chicago cardinal urges 
policy on natural death 


CHICAGO — Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago has urged 
development of a ‘‘nuanced’’ public policy 
that would neither ‘“‘open the door to 
euthanasia’’ nor keep alive terminally ill 
patients who ‘‘should be allowed a natural 
death.” 

Such a policy, he said, could allow a 
decision in some cases, on the basis of 
ethical principles, that artificial provision 
of food and water to acritically ill person is 
‘‘useless or unduly burdensome.”’ 

The cardinal, who is chariman of the 
U.S. bishops’ Committee on Pro-Life 
Activities, made the comments May 26 in 
an address at the University of Chicago 
Center for Clinical Medical Ethics.

Catholic schools are 
the church’s strength 


DAYTON, Ohio — Bishop Francis B. 
Schulte, chairman of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference Committee on Education, said 
he cannot imagine a future without 
Catholic schools. 

“Catholic schools have been a unique 
strength of the church in the United 
States,’’ the bishiop of Wheeling- 
Charleston, W.Va., said in an interview 
May 24 during the Catholic Education 
Futures Project symposium at the 
University of Dayton. 

Some educators who responded to a 
Delphi exercise, attempting to predict 
trends for the church and society, 
questioned whether the money spent on 
Catholic schools would be better used 
elsewhere. 

A majority of the Delphi respondents 
believe that by 2007 religious education for 
adults will be a priority, and parishes will be 
centers for lifelong community learning. A 
minority think such changes are not likely 
to occur because Catholic schools 
command the largest part of parish 
budgets. 

But Bishop Schulte said, ‘‘there’s no 
guarantee that the persons who are 
contributing enormous amounts to the 
education of children in school are 
necessarily going to give the same amofint 
for other programs. ”’ 


Ecumenical event brings 
over 1,000 together 


ARLINGTON, Texas — Although the 
quest for Christian Unity must continue, 
the progress made in the last 20 years allows 
Protestants, Orthodox and Roman 
Catholics to say honestly, ‘‘we are no 
longer strangers,’’ said the general 
secretary of the National Council of 
Churches. 

From the get-acquainted dialogues of the 
late 1960s, the ecumenical movement has 
moved into the ‘‘stronger head winds’’ of 
recognizing one another’s baptism, said 
the church council official, the Rev. Arie 
Brower. He opened the May 20-25 
“Gathering of Christians”’ in Arlington. 


The ecumenical event featuring 
worship, workshops and seminars was 
sponsored by the National Council of 
Churches and brought together 1,000 
people from scores of Christian 
denominations.

Austrian leaders plan

VIENNA, Austria — Austrian Jewish 
leaders plan to criticize Pope John Paul II, 
in a face-to-face meeting, for his 
controversial 1987 meeting in the Vatican 
with Austria’s President Kurt Waldheim, 
who has been accused by Jewish groups of 
participating in Nazi war crimes. 

‘We find to our great dismay that the 
visit of the Austrian president brought a 
flurry of anti-Semitic manifestations and 
has been a great burdon to Jews in 
Austria,’’ said Paul Grosz, who is 
scheduled to address the pope on behalf of 
the country’s tiny Jewish community. 

In the pope’s 1987: speech to Waldheim 
“not a single word was said about the anti- 
Semitic situation in Austria,’’ Grosz told 
National Catholic News Service in Vienna 
May 26. ‘‘Instead, the pope praised 
Waldheim as a man of peace.”’ 


Announcement raises 
concern in Managua 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua — Cardinal 
Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua has 
expressed concern over a government 
announcement that it would strictly 
enforce Nicaraguan communications and 
security laws. 


The cardinal said he was afraid the 
government’s decision would lead to self- 
censorship among journalists. 


He made his commentsa few days before 
the government suspended four new 
broadcasts of Radio Catolica, the 
Managua archdiocesan radio station, 
because the station had interviewed a rebel 
leader. 


“‘Journalists must continue fighting 
until they obtain unrestricted freedom of 
expression in Nicaragua,’’ the cardinal 
said.

Director-screenwriter Roger Holzberg 
no doubt had his eye on the home video 
market when he concocted Midnight 
Crossing. ; 

With little concern for plausibility, 
Holzberg exploits the name recognition of 
his stars, placing them on a sailboat in the 
Caribbean in a flimsy modern-day pirate 
thriller that alludes to more moral issues 
than itresolves. 

In 1959, Morely Barton (Daniel J. 
Travanti, almost unrecognizable here with 
longish hair and a mustache) was stationed 
in the Navy on a remote island off Cuba 
during Castro’s takeover. He and his 
commanding officer hid a fortune in stolen 
money on the island aiming to return 
someday toclaimit. 

Almost 30 years later, Barton, now a 
wealthy insurance company owner, 
coerces Jeffrey Shubb (John Laughlin), the 
sailor-son of his deceased commanding 
officer, to take him and his wife, Helen 
(Faye Dunaway), on a 20th anniversary 
cruise to the Bahamas. 

Pushed by his greedy, young wife Lexa 
(Kim Cattrall) to take the gig, Jeffrey 
agrees and the two couples push off on the 
cruise with a not-so-surprising side trip to 
the obscure island off Cuba. Morely, of 
course, wants the money but can’t get to it 
without the maps, hidden from Morely by 
his original cohort in crime and now in 
Jeffrey’s possession.

The film contains a few scenes of bloody 
violence, fleeting nudity in some brief 
graphic sexual scenes and incidental 
profanity.

The last 45 minutes of the film focus on 


Babette’s feastly preparations and the meal : 


she so meticulously serves on a table set with 
exquisite crystal and china. As the sisters 
and their aged friends partake of what they 
expect to be a sinful indulgence, their hearts 
and palates are gradually won over by the 
repast. 

Director Gabriel Axel takes great care in 
subtly delineating the choices made by each 
of the lead characters and how these choices 
affect their lives for better or worse for years 
to come. The sensual nature of the French 
meal is not lost on the viewer nor are its 
more obvious religious implications. 

This is a low-key but consistently 
fascinating film, rich with detail and a fine, 
controlled performance by Audran. It’s 
filmed in Danish and French with English 
subtitles.

Film’s intrigue will grab viewers 


Viewers will be quickly drawn into the 
web of intrigue that surrounds and 
gradually snares the principal characters in 
Stormy Monday. Written and directed by 
newcomer Mike Figgis, who also wrote the 
fabulous score, this British import makes 
the most of its visual and aural potential to 
create a haunting setting in which the dirty 
business unfolds. 

The film revolves around the shady 
tactics used by powerful American 
entrepreneur Cosmo (Tommy Lee Jones) 
to redevelop and ultimately control the 
waterfront nightclub district of Newcastle, 
England. Although violence and threats of 
violence are unquestionably a part of 
Cosmo’s strong-arm game plan, director- 
writer-composer Figgis does not exploit the 


violent potential of his script. Instead, 
through the use of ominous. lighting, a 
potent jazz and blues score and handheld 
cameras, Figgis focuses on the sense of 
menace that surrounds Cosmo, his 
henchmen, his target Finney (Sting), and 
the hangers-on who get in his way, Kate 
(Melanie Griffith) and Brendan (Sean 
Bean). 

Sting is surprisingly hard-boiled as jazz 
club owner Finney, who won’t sell out to 
Cosmo. Finney deliberately books the 
Krakow Jazz Ensemble to poke fun at 
Newcastle’s American Week. The latter is 
a glitzy gimmick, heralded by parades, 
flags and luncheons and concocted by 
Cosmo to promote his self-serving 
redevelopment plans. 


Griffith is wonderfully soft and kittenish 
as American waitress Kate, who previously 
sidelined as Cosmo’s sexual gift to clients. 
Always a surprise in offbeat roles, she 
manages to project some smarts along with 
a childlike sensuality, reminiscent of 
Marilyn Monroe. 

While there is more mood here than plot, 
the narrative is riveting due to this fine but 
oddball mix of actors. 

The movie has some brief scenes of 
violence and a few glimpses of nudity.

Southern Cross 


ALCALA PARK — The sight of 
filthy, ragged children and the stench of 
rotting food would repel most people. But 
this scene in a Calcutta slum inspired 
Mother Teresa to found one of the fastest 
growing religious communities in the 
world. 

She viewed the slum as a Loreto Sister 
when she was assigned to teach in a 
convent high school in Calcutta. 

After school she began to bring the 
degraded-looking inhabitants medicines 
and bandages, according to a recent 
Reader’s Digest article, ‘“Mother Teresa’s 
Work of Grace’’ by Courtney Tower. 

Tower spent seven weeks observing the 
nun and her Missionaries of Charity. 

Born in 1910 of affluent Albanian 
parents, Agnes Bojaxhiu desired to serve 
the poor at a young age. 

In 1946, she felt called to serve the poor 
while living among them and to leave the 
Loreto Sisters. Two years: later she 
received ‘permission of the Catholic 
hierarchy in India to begin what she 
called her second vocation, Tower wrote. 

Drawn back to a Calcutta slum, 
Mother Teresa’s first mission consisted 
of a few children watching her draw 
letters in dirt with a stick. This attracted 
the attention of slum-dwellers who sent 
their children for the lessons. Tables, 
benches and blackboard soon arrived. 

A student from Loreto joined the nun, 
along with other women who began to 
beg for food and medicines for the poor 
and for land and dwellings for 


__ dispensaries and schools, Tower wrote. 


Mother Teresa officially founded the 
Missionaries of Charity in 1950. and in 
1965 received Vatican approval to open 
missions in other countries.

unborn babies are in greater danger than 
lepers. 

Four Missionaries of Charity arrived in 
Tijuana, Mexico, in February to open a 
shelter for dying and destitute men.

greatest destroyer of peace. It destroys the 
life of the child and the conscience of the 
mother,”’’ she said. 

Participants questioned by the Southern 
Cross were enthusiastic about Mother’s 
Teresa’s message. 

Juanita Collier of St. Rita Church, San 
Diego, said the message ‘‘was one of pure 
love and sharing, no matter how little you 
have to share.”’ 

Dr. Figueredo said those who came in 
contact with Mother Teresa during her 
visit would be inspired to be better 
people. 

“*That’s the way it has been for us (she 
and her husband, Dr. William Doyle) 
and I’m sure it will be that way for 
them.’’ 

Before Mother Teresa’s address, San 
Diego Mayor Maureen O’Connor said 
she was asked to present her with the keys 
to the City of San Diego. 

‘‘What does Mother Teresa want with 
the keys to the city when she holds the 
keys to heaven?”’ she asked. ‘‘Perhaps we 
could trade keys,’’ she quipped.. 

O’ Connor said she first saw Mother 
Teresa when the nun spoke at the former 
Rosary High School she attended. ‘‘We 
were formed by the Sisters of St. Joseph 
of Orange whose appreciation of Mother 
Teresa was 20 years ahead of the Nobel 
Peace Prize committee,’’ she said. 

The mayor presented Mother Teresa 
with her mother’s rosary given by a Sister 
of St. Joseph and blessed by Pope John 
XXIII. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, Sister Sally 
Furay, RSCJ, vice president and provost 
of USD, and Dr. Figueredo conferred on 
Mother Teresa an honorary degree of 
Doctor of Humane Letters. 

“In honoring Mother Teresa ... the 
University of San Diego is proud-to make 
known the beauty of her work as an 
inspiration to each of us to commit 
ourselves to loving God in the poor,” 
Sister Furay said. 

She outlined the scope of the work of 


Mother Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity 
who serve destitute and dying people of 
all ages in over 70 countries throughout 
the world. 

During the program Dr. Figueredo 
described Mother Teresa as a person who 


sees Jesus in needy people ‘‘in one 
distressing disguise or another.”’ 
Unlike most ‘‘sensible’? people who 


think one person could not effect change 
in the slums of Calcutta, ‘‘Mother Teresa 
saw the poverty around her and decided 
she must do something about it,’’ Dr. 
Figueredo said. ‘‘She is not sensible; she 
is endowed.’’ 

She told how the nun’s followers 
increased from a few former students to 
thousands of Missionaries of Charity — 
Sisters, Brothers and priests. 

Dr. Figueredo said co-workers of 
Mother Teresa, ‘‘are lay people who 
recognize a good vision when we see it.”’ 

Co-workers support the work of 
Missionaries of Charity and serve needy 
people in their respective areas. 

Judy Rauner, director of USD’s 
volunteer resources, told of community 
services provided by some 1,600 USD 
students. Their service includes tutoring, 
building homes in Tijuana and serving in 
the San Diego Catholic Worker kitchen at 
the St. Vincent de Paul Center, she said. 

Father Michael McKay, USD director 
of campus ministry, gave the invocation 
and USD students read petitions. 

Music was provided by the choir from 
Christ the King Church. 


Guests included Sister Sylvia, regional 
superior for Missionaries of Charity in 
the western United States, and four 
Missionary of Charity Sisters who will 
operate a shelter for destitute and dying 
men in Tijuana. 

Mother Teresa’s visit to San Diego was 
in conjunction with her visit to the 
Tijuana shelter. 

In concluding her visit, Mother 
Teresa’s face beamed as she told Southern 
Cross she found the people of San Diego 
“‘very wonderful.’’
